Interesting Facts From Old Records
in Their Possession.

THE COLUMBIA COMPANY.

Incidents in Its History From Its Formation
in 1804—Reorganized After the War of
1813—Some Prominent Citisens Whose
Names Are Found on Its Roll.

— ————————

As stated in last Baturday's Stan there were
several fire companies organized in the fall of
1804, and during the war of 1812 they dis-
banded,to be revived alter the close of the war.
The Columbia Company on Capitol Hill was
one of these, and during the sixty yvears pre-
ceding the organization of the present system,
with the exception of the hiatus during the
war of 1812,it existed almost continunously under
tbat name. Prior to that war it is stated that
the apparatus was kept in a small frame build-
ing of one story about on the site of the statue
of Washington, east of the main portico of the
Capitol, and this was destroyed by fire when
the British burned the Capitol.

REORGANIZED IN 1815
That it was reorganized in 1515 is certain,
but the books and papers of the company were
destroyed in the destruction of the residence
of John T. Frost, the secretary, by fire in 1317.
Among the archives resurrecied by the Veteran
Volunteer Firemen's Association are the bouks
of the Columbin, dating back to January, 1818
The entry of this date states “At a meeting of
the citizens of the third ward at Queen's Hotel
for the purpose of forming & fire compuny Mr.
Daniel Kapine wus called to the chair nnd Jolhin
P. lugle appointed secretary, and they were
appointed s committee to prepare articles for
u!.e government of the assuciation. ll;uw;! ar-
ticles were reported, lered, am d end
adopted. They provided, besides a president,

&c., for the election of eight engiueers,
four axmen, four laddermen, six sen-
tinels and four |lhouse or farniture

men, a total of twenty-six men. The engiueer's
duties were to take chargoe of the en;lclm- allll:d
arntus, on every just aiarm 10 have the
:!:Eme broughtto the pince of fire and afterward,
at the expense of the company, safely reiurn it
to the engine house,” &c. lhe sentinels were
charged with the safe keeping of property re-
moved from fires and keeping unknown and
suspicious characters from entering houses on
fire. The president, vice president, sccretary
and treasurer were the house or furniture men,
whose duty was to move property and delver
it to the sentinels or place it in saie places. In
case of a fire in the lLud ward the property of
members or contributors to the company were
always to have decided preference and their
services were to be rendered in any part of the
city.
. THE OFFICERS IN 1818
At the meeting of January 21, 1818, the fol-
lowing were elected to the positions: Jlmeln
Young, president; Daniel Hapine, vice presi-
dent; Wm. Ingle, secretary; Alixir McCormick.
treasurer; Dauiel Homuus, Jobn P. Ingle, N.
L. Queen, Wm. Erby, Richmond Johnson, Wm.
J. MeCormick, Henry V. Hill and John Irau-
ning, engincers: James Middleton, Igmatius
Wheatley, John Wood and Thomas Huruale, ax-
men: George Dawson, Heury Tims, Johin Carns
and Thomas Burch, luddermen: A. R. lluwnfu,
. P. Washington, Joseph Ingle, Henry Ingle,
James Hickey and Benj. Burcl, sentinels. Mr.
Young resigued the presudency and John G.
MeDonald was elected in bis place. Committees
were appointed 1o report suitable badges. to
procure axes, ladders, fire hooks, &e., and no-
tice was given for claims wgniost the late com-
puny to presout them.
At the election on January 5, 1819, Mr. Ra-
pine was chosen president and Andrew Hunter
vice president: James Young, Griith Coomb.
James Middieton and Cbarles L. Nevitt, di-
rectors, At this meeting the ladder men were
direeted to bhave the ladders and fire hooks
painted and secured in the market Louse on
Capitol Hill, and the directors to procure wurds
or staffs bearing the name of the company. At
the meetiug March 3. 1519, a resolution was
adopted locking to the wdoption with other
companies of a pian of sigualing at mght the
location of fires. The president and vice presi-
dent were appointed a commities to wait on
the President of the United Stutes in the event
of Congress purchasing eugines aud inform bim
that the company would tuke charge cf that de-
siguod for the protection of the Capitol.
DANIEL CARROLL A MEMBER.
The April meeting was held at Pic's Tavern.
Among those in attandance was the late Simeon
M:ttock, who bad been a member of the com-
pany in 1804, and who lived to see the present
department organized in service. At the fol-
lowing m“uug‘i Jobhn Daniel Carroll of Dud-
dington and John Duckworth were elected
members. In September the number of ladder-
men was increased by the addition of
eight. Some of the mectings this
vear were attended by  less  thuu
s dozen, but the increased number
present at the beginning of the year showed
growing interest when officers were elected,
and among the mnew members was Hobert
Lrent, as a ladderman. At this meeting the
number of engineers was increased to twelve.

It was reported by the committee that Col
Lane, commissioner of public buildings, Lad
expresscd his willingness to place the public
engine in their Keeping and o resclutiou of
thauks to Col. Lane and directing the cuginvers
to take posscesion of the same were adopted.

At the following mecting the president was
direeted to tranfer to the Phenix Fire Com-
pany the engine of Lyon's make on condition
that they pay the balance due for the said
engine by the firemen of Columbia Company.
This offer was declined. At the Jauuary meet-
ing, 1821, Jobn G. McDonald was el-cted presi-
dent and Jobu F. Frost vice president, Mr.
Rapine being eleeted a director.  In January,
1556, a resolution was adopted authorizing the
president e wait on the commissivner of
public buildings to solicit through lim addi-
tonal apparatus and two buadred feet of Lose
in addiuen to what they then had.

A NEW ENGINE HOUSE AND A BELL.

In November they asked for the «rection of
an engine house with an alarm bell outside the
Capitol grounds. This request was successful,
fur the aunual mecting, Junuary 1, 1528, was
beld in a new house on New Jersey uvenue,
aud through Mr. Everett an appropriation of
$1.227 bad beem made, and Col Elgur, the
commissioner of public buildings. bud pur-
chased a wuction and hyvdraulian, 400 feet of
Lose, three pair of fire buckets, four axes, four
kand lamps, shafts and barness for attaching
horses to the apparatus, and all the old ap-
parutus bad been repaired and repainted. A
vose of thanks to Mr, Eigar was adopted. The
number of engineers was incrensed to twenty,
aud nmong the members were Wi, A, Bradley,
treasurer; Joha Coyle.sr., Benj. Sprugg, Uavid
Yancosst, Johu Coyle, jr., Harvey Cruttenden,
Cul. ¢. K. Gardoer and Maj. Thos. Law.
At & meoting on Junuary 4, 1828, John Purdy,
L. J. Muddleton, Jumes Towles, Frederick May,
A. J. Stansbury and others were elected men:-
Lers, and the following year Messrs. John Un-
derwood, Carroll C. K. Gardner, Juhn MeLeod
and Thos. Law were among the laddermen. lu
May following Col. Wm. Hickey bLecnine a mem-
bef In complinnce with resolutions of the
Franklin Compauny locking to & meeting of
delegates of the compauies to form s fire usso-
ciation of the District Messrs. James McCor-
wick, Il Cruttenden and C. H. Duun  were ap-
pointed. At this meeting James Call, afier-
wird justice of the peace, and Col. Elgar (com-
mussivuer of public buildings) were elected
members, Henry Timms wus elected president
and W. J. McUormick vice president

AN ATTEMPT TO DISSCLVE FOILED.

At a meeting January 11, 1829, Mr. John P.
Ingle offered resolutions directing the troas-
urer to turn over his nccounts to the commis-
sioner of public buldings: that the secretary
do likewise with his books and the company be
dissolved. The first and second were adopted
and the vote on the third resulted—yeas, 25;
pays, 15, and wus declared carried, when the
wminority filed a protest because there was uo
provision in the coustitution: that unaunimous
consent is required aud it was agaiust every
principle of justice for twenty-eight wembers
o dissolve o company of sevenly-seven moem-
bers without previous notice being given. On
January 16 following a meeting was called at
the engine house, kut admittance could not
be gained because the commissioner of publie
buildings bad pliwed the keys in the hands of
Boger C. Weightman, president of a newly

organized companv. They therefure
adjourned tw  Dr. MeCormick’s house
and twenty-one answered their numes.

Uons were adopted declaring the
resolutions adopted on Junuary 11 nulland void
and fourteen members were elected. A resolu-
tion was adupted under whichh Wi Ingle, James
McCormick and B. 8. Bayley were appointed
a commities L0 wall on Commissioner kigar an:l
inquire the grounds of his action in dispossess-
ing the company, to remonsirute with him, &c.,
to the end that they may regain and,
if he fail to give good and ‘mlr_lla
then to wait on the }resident of the Uni
States and ask the applhicution of a correetion.

FIREMEN EXAMPT FLhoM MILITAMI DUTY.

Alexandria was ad this time snd for sizteen

years after in the District and the delegates
from the companies of that town met those of
the city and Georgetown companies in conven-
tion to memorialize Congress to exempt mem-
bers of fire aomsaniu from military dnty in
time of peace and to give companies power to
enforce obedieuce to their rules by fines nnd
forfeitures and to enforce their collection.
This convention met on Janugry 23 and adopted
a memorial to Congress on the subject. The
five Alexandria companies— I'riendship, Ban,
Star, Relief and Hydrualian—wereg represented,
with the Columbia, Franklin, Wushington, Phos-
nix, First Ward, Columbian, Vigilant and Eagle.
Congress complied with the request to exempt
firemen from military duty and for some vears
the certificates of membership in the company
recited the exemption.
A XEW CONSTITUTION ADOPTED.

Oun April 25, 1837, a new constitution was
adopted and the company reorganized nnder
Col. C. K Gardner, and numbers of the old
members continned on the reils, among them
Col. James A. Tait, for many years president,
and P. W, Browning, who still survives. Col.
Gardoer resigned in a few months and Mr.
James Adams was elected in iiis place and held
the position for mauy years. In 1835 Mr B
E. Gittings was elected vice president: W. W,
Btewart, sceretary, and Simeon Bassett, treas-
urer. In the latter part of the year a resolu-
tion was adopted looking to the pro-
curement of new apparntus from Con-
gress, and Col. Tuit was elected
captain of engineers. In October, 1839, Mr.
Joseph Fry, oue of the veterans, was clocted »
member and arrangements mude for partici-
pating in a tiremen’s procession in April. The
apparatus, built by John Rodgers of Baltimore,
wus received and a supper tendered him on
December 18, In January, 1840, John McbDer-
mott and m 1842 Col. Tait was slected vice

resident, and n mouth later James McDermott.

1846 Col. Tait was elected presulent.
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The National Bird.

MONTT PROCLAIMED PRESIDENT.

He Will Be Inangurated as Chile's Execu-
tive Today.
Special Cable to the New York Herald.

Varranaiso, Curg, Dee. 25.—Admiral Jorge
Montt wus procliimed as president of tlie re-
public in every town and city in the country
today.

Elaborate preparations are being made in
Santiago for the inanguration ceremonies to-
morrow. Two regiments of troops from the
south arrived in that city yesterday, and they,
with a Llattalion of sailors, will actasa body
guard to President Moutt during the ceremony.

It is proposed to proclaim a general amuesty
tomorrow to all the minor military and naval
officials who served under Balmsceda. The
amnesty will not, however, extend to officers
above the rank of major, to ministers of state,
judges, counsellors, members of COUZTeSs, Zove
eruurs or cthers who are particulirly promi-
went.

Active measures bave been taken to prevent
any outbreak or uprising on the pirt of the
Balmacedists tomorrow. Valusques was brought
bere from Santiago yesterday aud bhanded over
to the intendenie. He was ut once placed on
board the war ship Cochirane for safe kecping.
This action Las given rise to the idea that the
governmeut believes Valasques was at the head
of a plot to cuuse trouble during the insugural
ceremonies,

The reason given for his arrest is that several
persons were cauzht Weduesdny night convey-
g Manlicher ritles into his house. A search
of the house resulted iu the discovery of other
rifles.

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EUGENIE CLEMENTI'S SUICIDE.

She Fell Among Noblewen, Who Betrayed
Her and Robled Her,

Eugenic Clementi, whoee suicide was an-
nounced reeently from Milan, was a few years
ago acelebrated soprano on the light opera
stuge iu Austrin. Clementi was an assumed
naue, says the New York Swie. She was the
daughter of Du Gaal, & Vienna banker of noble
ancestry and cousiderable wealth.

At the age of sixteen Eugeuie du Gaal be-
gan studying at the Vienna Conservatory of
Music, and three years later she made her
debut in a provincial city. She was well re-
ceived and for seversl years was the wmost
popular light opera singer ountside of Vienna.
She was engaged throughout the season, wus
welcumed everywhere by scores of musculive
wdmirers, and was stormed with all the tempta-
tiuus thist beses a bandsome young woman on
the comie opera stuge. Nevertheless, she re-
wained untunted.  Her wmother was her con-
staut cumpanion off thy stuge, and nota breaih
of scandal touched ber until 1855, Then she
loved & youug German reserve oflicer.  She be-
came ecngaged to him, aud he deserted her
while still bearing Ler child. She wus aban-
duned by her family to mect her disgrace alone.
She rose from her sick bed to confrout ber
lover in the street, and she stabbed bim in the
breast.  He recovered, but she wus sentenced
for attempuing murder to five years' imprison-
ment. Sbe was released in the summer of 1840,
She drew from the bank the money thatshe had
saved while on the stage, aud weut to lualy to
live out Ler ruined ife in seclusion among
sirangers. Near Milan o young Italian noble-
wan svught her sequaintance, sventually won
ber luendulupl wheedied her out of her money
and run off to Pars,

Eugeuie lost in this second experience allher
bope of a decent existence. Bhe wandered from
Musn to Naples, Genoa and Florerce, attract-
ing admiration from the demi-monde of each
eity by her benuty and olegunce of dress. She
bad a dozeu lovers, yot no longer sought one
to love b-r. Bhe was fickle to eceentricity an®
eceasiovally quite irrespousible. Then shis be-
gon drinking, aod finally in » drunken stu
put bersoif out of the world to which she

given her all for ber mystery.

HUNTING THE BANDITS,

Oklahoma Infested With Thieves, Who Are
Now to Be Extenuinuted,

Ever since the openingof Oklaloma territory
the people hiave been troubled Ly the depreda-
tions of outlaws, who were at first supposed to
bLe Indinns, but who have since been discovered
to be white men and half-breeds who swarmed
in to tuke advantage of the opportunity for
plunder. The mountaine and heavily timbered
river bottoms afford a shelter for these thieves,
where they are almost absolutely safe from
pursuit. The United States marshals bave
been almost powerless, and, while they have
occasionally eaptured one of the felons, the
bandits have moure thamw evened the score,
fifteen officers huving been murdered within the
past two years by these outlaws.

Thas state of affairs has been growing worse
from week to week and the United States ofli-
cials have determired to muke a regular cam-
paiznagainst the outlaws in the territory. Here-
totore the work bas Lecen dome by one or two
mwen ab e time, but now there will a regular
advance by a8 many deputies as can be pressed
into service, and, if necessary, the govern-
ment troops will be called upoun for assistance.
The campaign will be pushed in such 8 muuner
thut the whole portion of the territory infested
by the robbers will be caretully searched und
wherever there isthe slightest resistance offercd
with arms the mon »0 resistiug will be shot
down before they can murder the oficers.

It is estimated by the marshals that there are
now withiu the limits of the territory not less
than 1,000 men who are making their living by
depredations on the seitlers, and it is these men
the officiale are afier.

IT WAS THE BRAKEMAN'S FAULT.

His Carelessuess the Cause of the Rallway
Disaster at Hastings.

The terribie disaster at Hastings, N. Y., Thurs-
day night was due to the carelessness of Brake-
man Albert E. Herrick of the Buffalo express,
which was lying still below Hastings. Herrick
fled and has not yet been found. He left his
uniform in the train and put on his citizens’
clothes.

From the official report given out by Third
Vice President Webb of the Contral road train
No. 93, which left New York at 6:40 p.m. Thurs-
day night,stopped at Dobbs' Ferry to makeslight
repairs on the engine. The distant signal was
thrown out, and the following train,the Buffalo
and Niagara Falls special, which left hereat
7:30 p.m., was lk)p?:] abonut three-quarters of
a miie south of Dobbs' Ferry station.

The conductor of No. 45 immediately sent
Brakeman Herrick back to signal the coming
train. lIle proceeded as far as the station at
Hustings. e went inside and talked with the
station master, waiting for the Cincinnati and
8t. Louis express No. 7, which left this city at
8 o'clock. While Herrick was etanding near
the door the St Louis express whizzed past,
running at the rate of forty miles an hour.

Engineer J, Donochae of the St. Louis express
received no warniug whatever of the prescuce
of the Buffalo express on the track ahead until
he was almost on the track. He reversed Lis
engine, put on the air brakes and jumped for
his lite. The engine of No. 7 crushed into
the rear sleeper “Gibraltar.”

To add to the horror of the oceasion thieves
got to work and began to rob the injured

assengers. How muach they seenred is not

nown. It was not known that thieves wore
among tho injured at the time of the ucci-
dent, and the fact was mnot discovered
until yesterday. A number of volunteers
worked among the passengersand it is probable
that this wus made a cloak tor stealing by some.
Undertaker Vanderbilt in preparing the re-
mains of Mr. I'oiley, one of the dead, tor burial,
discovered thut the body had been robbed.
Upon removiug the clothing from the body
Mr. Vanderbiit found that the pockeis had been
titled and cut from the garments. All of his
jewelry, money and his wullet are missing.

The coroner took possession of the efivets of
the dead and will hold them until they are
claiimed by relatives of the deceased.

The scenes sbout the wuiting room at Dobbs’
Ferry were pathetic. Littic Homer Baldwin,
son of Mre. A. M. Baldwin, was crying for his
mother. His arm was brused, but the child
seemed anxions to know how his mother was.
He did not know that she had been instantly
killed. The child had been sleeping in the
samic berth with his mother. Two young girls
were among the injured.

The baroness, it appears by the evidence sub-
mitted by the police, was at about 4 o clock in
the afteruoor of December 4 seated in the saion
of her apartment on the first tloor ol the large
and fully inbabited house which she accupied
with ber son at No. 42 Boulevard du Temple,
close to the Place de la Concorde. Baroness
Dellard was the daughter of a geueral of the
first empire, the widow of a colonel of cuirassicrs
of the guard and was seventy-two years of age.
Bhe is described us a tall and stately old lady,
with snow-white hair and was bheld 'n much
respect and esteem bg' her neighbors. Her
son, Baron Dellnrd, holds and important posi-
tion on the clerical stati of the miuister of war,
N. de Freycibes. He ixubout forty years old, a
retired army officer and a Knight >f the Legion
of Honor.

'The assassin timed hia visitseo as to find the
baroness alone in her apartments. He cut
Ler throat withalare knife and was about
leaving with his booty when the servant, a
strong country girl, returned. He concealed
himself and mad: an attack om ber with the
knife, stubbing her in the breast and throat.
She knocked the knife fiom his hands and
cried for help. The assassin escaped throug
a court yurd and disappeared in the srowd
on the strects.

The lieutenant now under arrest wos re-
tired, uot entirely on Lis own free will, from
the infantry regiment to which he belonged
about two days before the Baroness Dellard
was murdered The prisoner was arrested
in a confe where he was enjoying
Limselfl with some of his associates. Licut.
Anastuy is said to be a former fricnd of Baron
Dellard. The police have in their possession
a kid glove dropped by the murderer and the
kuite, of English make and stamped with the
initials F. M., with which the criwe was com-
witted.

RIOT IN CHICAGO.

A riot, which ut one time threatened to be s
most bloody one, tovk place yesterday after-
noon as the outcome of a horse race on one of
the streots of Chicago. A crowd of several hun-
dred, males and females, white and black, as-
sembled in Custom House place to celebrate.

The street was turned into a race course, 8
shot from a revolver being  the “sturter” sig-
nal. Two races in guick succession bad been
run, aud a third was beiug started, whena
squud of policemen arrived. At the same time
a general fight was commenced in a neiglibor-
ing suloon, und bullets cume crashing through
the windows,

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I FAN MAKING

AS AN AmuT,

Folding is the Most Difficult Branch, aad

| We Have to Learn It Yeu
From the New York Sun.

| Nobody in America has quite mnstered the
, art of folding fans. That difficult art has been
| developed best in the fine French fans that are
| for sale at prices ranging from €30 to 400

spicce. In a folded fan the edges of all the

sticks should be parallel and even, the shoulders
| should be of equal beight, and the silken body
lihuﬂld be snugly and evenly disposed within
{ the inclosing sidex. A French fan wmaker,
| unique among his fellows, having mastered the
i whole art of fan weking, calae to this country
i not many years ago and was emploved by »

fumoos firm to make fans. He tcok charge of

a factory and was told to go abead. He was
| rupplied with skilled workmen and not uncom-
| fortably limited as to expenditure. Fora few
| years the factory turmed out exccllent fans.

I Even the folding was well done. Then the

| bim had almost perished the art of fan !oidn’
! in this country, but be left his secret Lebir
thim. It was & very simple secret, the tools
being primitive enough and the process appar-
ently not difficult, but as the wholc art lies in the
debieate manipulation that comes of long prace
tice, his pluce hins never veally been filled by
those to whom be imparted his secret.

Fan panting cf lhu finer kind is almost as
little practiced in this country as fan foiding.
1he same firm that emploved the ¥French
workman sovght bigh aud low in New York
for & fan painter untl & voung wowan with
undoubled artistic gentus was found. She bad
Just sold & painting for a large sum, sud she
was asked 10 paint three fons.  No ltations
in regard to sulject, tre or price were fixed.
In the course of time the work was Jdone, but
it never saw the light. Her genius was not for
fan paintiag.

Most of the finer fans sold here are made in
Paris und in three or four suburban villages
vear by. No fan maker knows the whole art.
All the workers in one village make sticks;
those in another foid; those 1 o thind supply
the bows that hold the sticks together. ’ll:u
waking of the upper sticks is & trade by itself,
After all the parts huve becn made they are
sent to the great fuctorics mn Paris to be put to-
gcther. A fan maker begins lus
in childihood. The tools are fe?mm
Most of the carving and tiligree work is made
with chicel or scroll saw. Tue pattern, traced
on paper, is pasted on the piece ot bone or
wvory or wood from which the fan stick is to be
made and the filigree is rapidly cut with a saw.
Tortoise shell sticks are mude t v special work-
ere in ¢hells. That is o waiflicunit, delicate and
well-paid urt. A few skillful shell workers are
in New York, and they are among the best-
paid artisana,

The costly part of fine fans is the painting.
No wonder the American youug womsn failed
in ber untutored attempt at the delicate art.
Unly a few very clever artists in Paris have
attained reputation us fan painters, and meny
@ great masier in olls wouid not dare risk b
name in such work. Detaille hns painted o
few taus with Lis charactoristic wilitary tigures
und one of the fans was sold in New York form
great sum. But Deuulle seldom essays such
work.  Le Loire painted s fan that was sold in
New York for 26,000. MNsdeleine Lemnire
occasionully paints & fan, but 1t is seldom
used except for wall decoration. Her prices
for such work are frowm £8,000 to 85,000,

There is a bost of compuratively unknown
artiste whose work, excelicnt iu its way, is
seen on fans that cost from 10 to §150. lL-o
of them sigu assumed names to their work,
and all are the hacks of the FPavisinu trade.
The really famous tan puinters of Lurope are
Albert, Chessevicre, oughton, Eugene Ci-
cerl and Lassallez.  Albertin o paiuter of mine
intures aud bis tratning shows i his work e
fans. His figures have o rewiarsable bLeauty
of finish. Chemsevicre is strong in costumes.
He delights in depicting gany groups of Puris-
inns. ‘Houghton's work is noticesble for deli-
cate fimsh.  Ciceri is almost alone tn puisting
Alpine scenes. He will cover the whole face ¢f
& fan with & great Alpine landscape and ove
casily recoguizable by those tumaliar with the
Alps. Lassallez i1s poculiarly  rich ocolering.
Fars painted by these artists are sold for 125
to 600 cach

The cheaper fans are painted by wholesale.
A long strip of silk or other materinl is tacked
to a board, msny fans are outlined upon it and
then balf a dozen puinters paint the same sub-
Ject on vach fan, esch painter laving & particu-
lar color on the whole set.  Fuck tuns cost ouly
a few fruncs each.  Lhey serve touid the flirn-
Hous of pretty French shop girls or to tickle
the pessant fancy in the provioces. Ficwer
funs of the more cxpensive kind bLave fcund
little or no sale here and are not imporied
much. Many of the cheaper fans, rangiug as
lowus 85 or &6 each, are ornamented with
painted flowers, the work of unknown wrtists.

Fau puintiug requires a s knack 1o the
marsgewent of color and compositicn. The
position of sticks and creases miust be consid-
ered, and the material of the fasn Las an iw-
portant bearing on the style of decorstion,
dbe artlet must know in advance how -nz
sticks » fan is to contain.
